Certainly no human 
being ought to be called upon to labor from | 
year to year, without days of rest, more 
than twelve hours out of twenty-four. Cer- 
tainly no ffir minded person will assert that 
if the driver of a bobtail car performs the 
functions of conductor in addition to guiding 
and stimulating his mule, he should not have 
conductor’s pay. There is, we understand, 
a disposition on the part ofthe car companies 
to resist these demands. A serious interfer- 
ence with the business of the car lines is im- 
minent, but it is a peculiarity of these street 
car strikes that they don’t last long—one side 
or the other must give way very soon. As 
we have already said, the sympathies of the 
public are with the complaining conductors 
and drivers. Whether this sympathy will 
retain an acute form after a few days of gen- 
eral pedestrianism remains tobe seen. We 
again repeat that if the conductors and driv-

ers resort to a strike in order to enforce their 


just cause, they should be careful to so bear 
themseives as not to forfeit the respect and 
good willofthe public.

"A PHYSICIAN'S PLACE. 


 —— 


The Doctors Say the Office of 
Health Commissioner is. 
~  §uch a One. 


A Movement to Have a Medical Man 
Appointed to the Position. 


There isa movement budding among the 
St. Louis physicians with a view of seating]:a 
medical man in the office of Health Commis- 
sioner. Four years ago, when Mr. Charles 
W. Francis, the incumbent, was appointed by 
Mayor Overstolz, some action with this aim, 
was meditated by the profession, but the 
powers that then were were not in 


sympathy with the object and the agitation 
feil through. The change of executive offi- 
cers of the city has resurrected the subject, 
which is now claiming the attention of many 
of the most prominent practitioners in the 
city. One of the most prominently active 
gentlemen participating in the new move- 
mentis Dr. Josephus R. Lemen who was 
found to-day at his office, on the northwest 
corner of Seventh and Washington avenue. 
“The movement,” said the Doctor, ‘“‘is 
only in its incipiency and I doubt whether it 
would be advisable to say anything at all 
about it. There has been one caucus of some 
half a dozen or ten physicians held in my of- 
fice, but as yet nothing really has been done. 
Physicians want a medical man in the office 
as they believe it would be for the hest inter- 
ests of the city. Itis true Mr. Francis has 
been very successfulin the executive office 
during his occupancy and he has_ a 
very able assistant in Dr. Ho- 
man, the sanitary officer. But a 
man not a physician is not suited for the of- 
fice. Intimes of epidemic a medical man 
should be in the executive oflice in the Health 
Department. Heis the proper man in times 
when contagious diseases are prevalent in 
the city.’’ 

‘*Does the movement anticipate any other 
object than the appointment of a physician as 
Health Commissioner?” | 

“No. In fact, it cannot be properly called 
a decided movement yet. Nothing definite, 
has been done sofar. Some physicians met 
at this office and informally talked 
the matter over. Of course’ the 
Board of Health will always have two 
physicians as members.” 

“What is the general sentiment of physi- 
cians on the subject?’’ 

‘Well, every one that I have heard from, 
and I have heard a great many express them- 
selves, are in favor of having a physician as 
Health Commissioner. It is soin nearly all 
other cities, why notin this? We have looked 
into the question and it is very probable that 
no change will be madein the office for the 
present. The scheme and charter of course 
tixes Mr. Francis’ position for two years as 
he cannot be" be removed’ except 
for cause.

second degree. The result was that all voted 
for murderin the second degree and this 
morning returned the verdict. As soon as 
the jury was polled, a quiet little wom 
dressed in mourning approached the prisoner 
and bending affectionately over him 

KISSED HIM SEVERAL TIMES, | 
and pressed his hand in hers. When he wa 
taken back to the dock the little woman, wh) 
was none other than his wid- 
owed mother, followed him back 
and kissed him fondly as he was again put !e- 
hind the bars. When Gordon was taken 
back to jail a POST-DISPATCH reporter spoke 
tohim. ‘I did not expect a verdict of mur- 
der in the first degree, for some of those wit. 
nesses against me perjured themselves. It is 
a lesson for me and I know it.” 

Mr. MeBride said that the boy should be 
discharged. 

Judge Simmons showed a reporter the fol- 
lowing statute under which Gordon only goes 
tofjail for one year: Minors under eighteen 
years, how punished—Wbenever any person 
shall be convicted of any felony comunitted 
while under eighteen years’ of age, he shall 
be sentenced to imprisonment ina eounty 
jail not exceeding one year, instead of im- 

risonment in the penitentiary as preseribed 
by the preceding provision of the law.”’

smothered or exposed the mother can be 
prosecuted. Infanticide, however, which is 
diluted through a space of months becomes 
jnanition, and nojresponsibility attachesjeither 
to the mother or the nurse. In other words, 
too many children are born in thejcity, and the 
surplusage is erased by a mild form of murder 
which is just as effective, if not so gaudy, as 
‘dropping the young one down into a cistern. 
When a child is fed upon cow’s milk 
through the vehicle of the bottle nothing can 
be reasonably expected but death. Thereis 
no nourishment in the fluid for the human 
baby; not that in it which can be assimilated, 
and although it will prolong the wasting 


away process for weeks, itis no real barrier 
from death. The »vaby, abandoned by its 
mother, will die, and really the feeding and 
care bestowed upon it are just so much senti- 
mentality and effusion, not expected to save 
its life, but bestowed upon it in deference to 
appearances, just as a condemned criminal is 
fed upon porterhofse steaks and champagne 
before his execution. The nurses 
do a foundling to 
live. They work with any 
hope in that direction really, and their only 
effort is to prolong its existence to the ut- 
most possible limit. Everybody is made the 
subject of an experiment and when the imma- 
ture human frame can resist hunger for as 
long a period as three months it is consider- 
ed that a good work has been done. 

At St. Ann’s Asylum on Eleventh and Bid- 
dle streets is the greatest baby-farm in the 
West. All the other large farmsin the city 
have closed out their stock and St. Ann’s now 
gets what abandoned babies there are. The 

olice bring in foundlings, foundlings are 

eft there originally, and families upon whom 
foundlings are bestowed pass them over to 
St. Ann’s. The Biddle Lying-In is run 
in connection with the nursery and a crop of 
babies is harvested here right in the house. 
The asylum was founded upon charitable 
bequests and.one of the conditions of the 
foundation was that it should admit poor pa- 
tients and receive foundlings, who are to be 
adopted out into Catholic families when old 
enough. The accommodations in the house 
for all purposes are superb; money has been 
unsparingly, but wisely applied inevery cde- 
partment and as far as money can make it one 
the asylum is a model. The Lying-In Hos- 
pital has been patronized by some of the very 
best families of the city, and it is conducted 
with a professional secrecy and contidence 
that have gainedit a just reputation in the 
West. Nocharity patients are admitted in 
this department at all, as the 
sisters believe that the accommodations 
provided by the city in this regard are quite 
sufficient for the pauper element. A PoOsT- 
DISPATCH reporter called yesterday evening 
at the asylum and asked to see Sister Ann 
Francis, the superioress. She at once came 
down. A mild pleasant faced lady whom even 
the very unbecoming dress of a Sister of 
Charity did not detractfrom. ‘‘I have call- 
ed, Sister,” said he, **to ask you some ques- 
tions about the death rate in the asylum.” 

‘*It is certainly very heavy,” she answered, 
“but what can we do. Unless the baby has its 
mother or a wet nurse it willdie. It does not 
ret its natural food, and consequently it can 
not live,’ and we can not afford to put the 
children out to nurse. Our capacity is stretch- 
ed to its utmost. When people bring children 
here and leave any money with them we apply 
the money entirely to the child, we put the 
baby out to nurse, and the chances are then 
in favor of its hving. But wheu there are no 
funds put at Our disposal we cannot do more 
than put the babvin the nursery and let it 
take its chances. If you will go into the worst 
rookeries in the city you will see babies play- 
ing aboutin the dirt; thev are unwashed, not 
properly clothed, and altogether, as far as 
cleanliness is concerned, there is absolutely 
none of it, and yet the voung ones are thriv- 
ing in health. Comeinto our nurseries and 
we Will show vou babies and bedding scrupu- 
lously clean and yet we cannot prevent inun- 
ition and marasmus. In the first place they 
have the mother; with us|they have artificial 
substitutes. The whole question is one of 
food.” 7 

**When the babies are strong and healthy 
you give them out for adoption, do vou not?” 

‘Yes, all of our babies go out that 
way. We find them rood homes 
and we have no difficulty at all in doing so. 
In fact, if we had fifty children here to-day 
we could adopt all of them out to-morrow. 
I keep letters from parties wishing children, 
and vou would be surprised to see the num- 
ber of people there are who want children 
for this purpose.” 

‘How manv foundlings are brought in, Sis- 
ter? 

**The number is different; sometimes we 
get in two or three a day, sometimes we run 
for a couple of days without bringing in any. 
The police you’ know gather children up 
wherever they tind them, or wherever their 
parents abandon them with colored people, 
and bring them here. The city does not pay 
us one cent for these children, and we have 
no money to secure them wet nursing. There 
are thirty of these foundlings in the house 
now, which ought to be a public charge, but 
whith we bave to support.”’ 

**How is it Sister,about poor girls who come 
to vou without money?’ 

‘*Well, if they seem to be respectable, good 
girls we will not turn them away; they 
promise tocome back tous afterwards and 
work out theirdebt, butthey never doit. 
They understand well enough that we will not 
expose them, and they play upon that. I sup- 
pose they mean to pay us when they promise, 
but once away from here they change their 
minds,.”? 

“And the children?” 

**They leave them with us and we place 
them out.” 

“You have a number of orphans here too, 
have you not?’ 

“Oh ves,” and they show that our methods 
are all right, and the radical fault isin the 
baby’s food. Nota childthat could walk has 
died here here since;the 17th, of March four 
years ago. Would vou like to come 
in and see them?” The reporter assented, and 
was a few minutes later besieged with alegion 
ofyoung cormorants averaging from three 
years old down, all of whom wanted to shake 
hands with him and say “Good day.” ‘The 
little ones are evidently bright, healthy and 
happy. Any one who saw them could not 
foramoment doubt that fact. The sister 


- apologised for not bringing him into the nurs- 


ery, as house cleaning was in progress and the 
rooms were not in condition to be seen. She 
expressed the hope that newspaper agitation 
would lead the City Council to investigate the 
disposition of the city’s foundlings, and make 
some further provision for them than in the 
cramped financial condition of St. Ann’s could 
be done.

The Troubles and Trials of an Old St. 
Lonis Editor. 


The trial of the old suit, Oliver D. 
Filley against Peter L. Foy and Wm. H. Mec- 
Henry, to recover upon an assumed debt for 
moneys advanced by O.D. Filley to Giles 
Fillev, John How and Barton Able, inthe 
running of the Union, a paper ultimately 
known as the Evening Dispatch,is progress- 
ing -to-day in Judge Adam’s court. The 


particulars of this case, which has been 
through all the stages of appea'’ and is now 
upon second trial, was given in yesterday’s 
Post-DISPATCH. Foy and McHenry pur- 
chased the interest of How and Filley, as- 
suming the debts of the’ newspaper concern, 
although Mr. McHenry makes the defense 
that he was nota partner of Foy when the 
agreement was made with How, and that 
when he did become a_ partner he 
did not assume _ the _ “Fille debt. 
Mr. Foy states that he and McHenry did 
assume the payment of all the debts when 
they formed a partnership for the running of 
the Dispatch. These purtners fell out subse- 
quently, and McHenry beeame sole proprie- 
tor. The following letter, written by McHenry 
to Foy, who was in Europe at the time,previ- 
ous to tbe breach, was read to the jury this 
morning: 
ST. LovIs, May 6, 1871. 
DEAR Foy:—When I last wrote you I stated 
that the office claims against the North Mis- 
souri Railroad amounting to over 31,90) were 
in peril, asthe road had suffered all its notes 
to goto protest. The managers of the road 
have given up trying to meet its liabilities,and 
a few days ago it was advertised for sale by 
the trustees of the secoud mortgage bond- 
holders. The stockholders and _ floating 
debt will be entirely cut off, our $1,0)0)with 
the rest. Added to this 1 can count on 
$1,400 more bad claims made by the office 
against customers. We need new type again, 
say $3,000, rnd counting interest on our in- 
vestment, value of our labor, the balance is 
quite wiped out. A new location is now in- 
dispenss le; it will cost $1,500 to move. We 
owe on paper notes, old and new 
about $5,000. The note to Filley of $7,599 
amounts with interest to considerably over 
$8,000, and his old claims with interestgwhicn 
he bas raked up against us toW,vvv or 36,000 
more. In short, ® will take more than ¥20,- 
(C0 to put the Dispatch entirely out of debt 
and lodge it in an office which is not in danger 
of tumbling down. In short, we were damna- 
bly cheated and deceived in buying the con- 
cern. We bad to take the wrecks of 
three rotten failing and failed newspaper 
concerns, the Union, News and Dispatch, in- 
stead of one. According to my reckoning we 
would have been about $30,000 better off had 
we let the Dispatch go tothe devil along with 
Filley, Able and Howe and started an entirely 
new concern. , 
Three years have passed of our ownership 
up to April 4, The Dispatch 
hus had the whole field and yet our business 
is not as good as it was the first year, and our 
sales daily to newsboys are but }28 to $30. 
All this time we have not gained a living by 
our labor or interest, andthe probabilivy of 
establishing the paperis now asmuch a mat- 
ter of chance and hazard as when we’ began. 
There must be capital, exper- 
ienced persons. and _ influential per- 
sons connected with it in fact, a 
change from top to bottom. Im fooling awav 
my time as the matter now stands. I have 
not been out of the city for two years; am an- 
noyed and harassed beyond measure, and 
under anxiety all the time to make collections 
to meet the notes which become due every 
month. Iam constantly importuned by per- 
sons,rearly all totally unfitted to be partners, 
to know whether your interest is not for sale. 
All these reasons make me desirous of having 
a settled proprietorship for the paper in some 
way. Ifyouwill fix a price for your inter- 
est, I can perhaps assume it 
and trapsfer to some one who is experiened 
in the business and can take his partof itin 
hand, or, failing to find a suitable one, make 
a stock company of the whole concern, If 
not I must sell my own interest and get out 
the best way Lean.

Without Difficulty,

But the Victim Puzzles the Police With 
a Bloody Trail. 


A knife blade was sheathed in William 
Warren’& abdomen a couple of times last 
night. The man who propelled the knife 
blade is locked up at the Chestnut Street Sta- 
tion. A search of the dives, continued up to 


a Jate hour to-day, failed to develop the 
wounded man’s whereabouts. The injuries 
he sustained are represented to be of a very 
dangerous chargcter. 

Paddy Brown, who didthe cutting, isa 
young man, not more than 23 years old. He 
has been tothe. Work House, and has plied 
the knife recklessly two or three times before. 
At an early hour last evening Brown was at 
the house of Katie Mullins, a sister of the no- 
torious Tommy, on Eighth and Morgan. The 
résort isa kind of headquarters for Brown 
and his relations with Miss Kate are intimate. 
Warren isa shoemaker and a visitor at the 
Mullin’s house where be has a female friend 
known as Mary Jennings. Themen metin 
the house in the evening and got into a quar- 
rel aboutthe women. Brown got possess'on 
of a hatchet, and the odds being against him 


the shoemaker retreated from the house, but 


remained in the neighboghood, making threats 


of what he was goingto do when he met 


Brown outside. 
About midnight the two men came together 
on Eighth and Christy avenue and renewed 
the quarrel. Brown finally said “If vou’l! 
come to my room I’ll give you a chance to 
take out of my hide whatever you can.” 
Warren accepted the challenge and started 
off with Brown, but before they had taken 
half a dozen steps Brown made a couple of 
thrusts at Warren and then hurried away. 

At the time of receiving the wounds Brown 
was stupefied with liquor, and it was not till 
a couple of hours afterwards that be made 
known his condition to Patrolman 
Doran. The latter hastily examined 
the man and found that he was in 
avery bad way. Onethrust was about the 
center of the abdomen and _ the 
other on the right side. Both were stabs 
evidently made with a small blade, and it was 
impossible to tell to what depth they had 
penetrated. 

The officer impressed upon Warren the ne- 
cessity of taking care of himself, and atarted 
at once in search of Brown, whom he found 
in bed atihe Mullins House.
